Taft and the cabinet are in accord 
that congress shall share the respon- 
sibility for any intervention in Mexico, 

A day of conference between the 
president and his advisers ended with 
the understanding that should condi- 
tions in Mexico City become so much 
woise as to demand the landing of 
American troops, Mr. Taft will lay be- 
fore both houses of congress the facts 
in a speeial message. . Today every 
preliminary was arranged for the ac- 
tion which might follow such a course, 

The first brigade of the First Army 
Division, just created in the reorga- 
nization, three thousand men in all 
and the nucleus of an expeditionary 
force of 15,000 was put on marching 
orders, ready to entrain for Newport 
News, Va., where army transports 
wait under steam, 

Between 2,500 and 8,000 marines of 
the Atlantic batileship fleet and at 
the Guantanamo naval station were 
prepared for immediate movement to 
Vera Cruz, where they might be kept 
aboard ship ready for landing to blaze 
in avenue of escape to Mexico City 
for foreigners, as they did at Pekin.

Greece Must be Strong 


Even when the official war Is end- 
ed, it will be necessary for Greece 
to keep a considerable force scattered 
throughout Macedonia, not so mucha 
against the Turk, who will rapidiv 
disappear from the scene, but as a 
police force vo ca’m the never-ending 
strife among the Balkan nationalities, 
Yor this purpose it will be necessary 
to maintain a small force in almost 
every village. The Anglo-Saxon 
Greek, whether he comes from Chi: 
cago, London, Capetown or Montreal, 
will be invaluable for these services 
Experience in well-governed lands | 
and appreciation of law and order:

| Even in the dull, practical matter of 
jincome there is probably harliy a 
single living sovereign who can rival 
‘him. His income, taking the money 
paid for seats at the pantomimes in 
London and its suburbs alone, may be 
calculated this year at anything over 
$200,000 a week, But with all his 
lavish jollity and splendor, he is a 
true philanthropist.

ous and ever-ready a friend as to his 
richest patrons in the boxes or the 
stalls. 

At the same time, in his own home 
jand to his own people he is an exact- 
jing but ever-welcome taskmaster.

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QUEEN ALEXANDRINA OF DEN- 
MARK 


Copenhagen,—The present queen of 
Denmark is just three months young- 
er than her husband, having been 
born on Dec, 24, 1870. King Christ- 
jan X. ‘was born at Charlottenlund on 
Sept. 26, 1870. 

It is interesting to note that the flag 
under which Christian X, wfl reign 
is the oldest national ensign in Eur- 
ope. Its origin is much mixed up 
with legend, but is is certain that it 
dates back to the thirteenth century. 

According to the legendary origin 
of the flag of Denmark, King Walde- 
mar was leading his forces to battle 
in the year 1219 when a cross sudden- 
ly appeared to him in the sky. He 
adopted the cross as his emblem, went 
to victory, and thereupon the cross be- 
come the dannebrog or strength of 
Denmark. 

Christian Charles Albert Alexander 
Wiiliam, the new king of Denmark, 
has lived a iife that has been notable 
for [ts domestic happiness rather than 
for any spectacular incidents. To the 
public outside of his own country he 
is known particularly for his happy 
marriage with Princess Alexandrina 
the eldest daughter” of the Grand 
Duchess Anastasia of Mecklenburg- 
Schwerin. 

It was a pure love match, differing 
from the unions between royal fam- 
ilies which are usually arranged for 
political expediency. They were wed- 
ded at Cannes on April 26, 1898, and 
have two sons, Christian Waldemar 
George, born March 11, 1899, now the 
crown prince, and Knut Christian 
Frederick Michael, born July 27, 1900.

DOCTORING A DIAMOND 


Trick That Makes a Yellow Stone Ap-| Safety Appliance is Added to Grand 


pear Clear Blue White 

Let me show you a little trick that: 
I would advise you not to put Into 
| practice, said a jewel fancier to a 
number of friends the other day. 

The conversation had turned to dia- 
monds during the midday luncheon, 
and the expert had been holding forth 
on his favorite subject. The little) 
group of St. Lousians were Interest- 
ed still more when the speaker drew 
a big solitalre from his finger and 
beckoned a waitress across the cafe. 

Bring me a glass of water and an 
indelible pencil, said he when the 
servitor came over to the table. 

This is a trick that 1s essentlaliy 
crooked, said the jewel fancter, and | 
will get by nine times out of ten even 
When the examiner is an expert at 
judging stones and detecting trick- 
ery It will make a yellow off color 
diamond look like a stone of the very 
first water. Pawnbrokers innumer- 
able have been fooled by this same 
trick, as It is extremely difficult lo 
detect even with a powerful glass. 

The expert took the pencil and al- 
lowed the lead to dissolve in the glass 
of water. Ina couple of minutes the 
water was as blue as indigo water. 

Now watch, said the man who kne@v 
the lore of jewels. 

He took the ring and dropped it into 
the glass. Its brilliancy was dimmed 
by the hazy, bluist water until it 
looked like a dead stone. 

Now, you noted, sald the demon- 
strator, that the diamond I placed in 
there was a Dit yellow. It will be a 
clear bluish white when it comes oul 
of {ts bath. 

At the end of a minute the stone 
was taken out. The top of the gem 
was dried with a soft handkerchief and 
then the ring was waved to and fro 
for a few minutes. It was held up| 
for inspection. Not a gleam of yel-j| 
low was to be seen, The stone was} 
apparently a magnificent blue white! 
gem that any one would be proud to} 
own and loathe to pledge. 

It is the blue pigment deposited on} 
the back of the stone that has made

The deposit Is so filmy that a strong 
glass cannot detect it. You cannot 
see it from the rear of the mounting 
and only a bath of alcohol will remove 
it. It will stay on the gem for weeks | 
if it is not removed in that way. It 
used to be a favorite trick of many 
folks who now and again had to put 
a diamond into the hands of a pawn- 
broker 

The trick is called doctoring a stone | 
but as I said in the beginning, I would 
not advise yqu to try it. I don't 
know what the law on such matters 
is in Missouri, but there are states 
where a person convicted of such an 
offense would serve a long peniten- 
tiary term for his cleverness.

A NEW INVENTION 


Trunk Equipment 

Of ell the raultitude of problems and 
anxiety which make the head of a 
railroad official, like his (hat wears a 
Crown, lie uneasily, none is of greater 
importance than the safety of passen- 
gers and the stability of equipment, 

railroad system however carefully 
organized and efficientiy manned {8 a 
human device and accidents are bound 
to occur although reduced to a mini- 
mum. When accidents, in the form 
of collision occur, it generally follows 
that many valuable lives are lost and 
that a number of expensive cars are 
reduced to matchwood. Passengers 
realize that their greatest danger Is 
telescoping, but few of them know that 
telescoping is due to the fact that the 
body of the car merely rests upon the 
trucks and is unconnected with it save 
or a two inch centre pin of negligible 
importance, ‘ 

Were it possible to make a solid unit 
of body and truck the problem would 
appear to have been solved. This 
however cannot be done for the one 
must be readily detachable from the 
other to facilitate repairs, How then 
to make them detachable at need and 
yet a solid unit in operation is a ques- 
tion that has een solved by the Grand 
Trunk System after nearly two years 
eareful work and its solution can falr- 
ly be claimed to mark the greatest 
advance in railroading since Westing- 
house brought out his air-brake.

Impressed with certain accidents, 
Mr. J. Coleman, superintendent 02f 
the Grand Trunk Car Department at 
Point St. Charles, started to work 
upon this idea, as has been sald neaz- 
ly two years ago. Last August he 
submitted his invention, which he de- 
scribes as a centrifugal lock in the 
centre plate of the car, to the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Chamberlin, who was so 
impressed with its value that he or- 
dered the device to be added to all 
future equipment and at the present 


time it is being bullt into 96 Grand 
Trunk Pacific passenger cars. 
The weight of these cars varies 


from 80,000 Ibs for a baggage car ‘to 
115,000 pounds for a passenger coach 
while the weight of trucks varies from 
12,000 pounds for a four wheeled truck 
to 20,000 pounds for a six wheeled 
truck. 

Within the past month or so the 
Board of Railway Commissioners, evi- 
dently impreszed also with the danger 
of telescoping and its cause, gave no- 
tice to the Canadian Railways that at 
a future session it would inquire what 
was to be done to obviate the danger 
why they shou'd not be made to 
fasten body and truck together in 
some way. Yor this reason nothing 
has been .said by the Grand Trunk 
about its device as the company was 
desirous of obtaining first the approy- 
al of the Commissioners, but Grand 
Trunk officials feel no small pride that 
in this important matter they have 
been the ploneers of all the railroads 
of the world and are confident that 
they have added immeasurably to the 
safety of passenger travel.

Forest Reserves This Season 

During the season of 1912 there have 
been no dangerous fires within either 
the Brazeau or Athabaska Forests of 
the Rocky Mountains Forest Reserve. 
There have been s few small fires 
along the new railway under con- 
struction within the Brazeau Reserve 
caused by negligence on the part of 
contractors, but throughout the season 
the weather conditions have been so 
favorable that the danger of serious 
fires was almost negligible, 

The Brazeau and Athabaska forests 
are the two northerly divisions of the 
large Rocky Mountains forest resérve, 
and with proposei additions constl- 
tute over one third the total area of 
the Rocky Mountains forest reserve on 
the eastern slope of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, or about four and a half million 
acres. The offico of the forest super- 
visor of these reserves Is now situated 
within the Brazeau reserve, at Mile 87 
of the Alberta Coal Branch, 46 miles 
southwest of Edson, the first division. 
al point on the main line of the G.T. 
P. Ry., 150 miles west of Edmonton 
During the season of 1912 there have 
been fifteen forest rangers tn all sta- 
tioned at different points over the two 
reserves. This, of course, {s a very 
Inadequate foren for such a large 
area.
